Just as the rug merchant got within three 


ness the little man was right behind him. A 
shot cracked out and Tavshanjian halted, 
His legs began to bend beneath him and he 
put his hand to his breast. The little man 
ran back three feet, laughed shriekingly, 
and then fired again. This shot brought the 
rug merchant down. He rolled heavily to 
the sidewalk. 

Then Union square saw an action that was 
extraordinary for that lively section and that 
lively time of day. A woman grabbed at 
the arm of the assassin as he ran eastward. 
A crowd quickly gathered and pressed the 
murderer. He fired a third shot. It went 
wild, the crowd scattered, and the little maf 
dashed for Fourth avenue. Before he could 
gain the corner the crowd again pressed 
him and he fired again, and hit Robert Brown, 
a young clerk, in the right leg. He wasn’t 
seriously hurt. 


Nab Assassin After Chase. 

The chase led around into Fourth avenue, 
where there were an attack by a motorman 
and a crowd of trench laborers, and a scuffle 
on the sidewalk in Eighteenth street and 
Fourth avenue, and there the little man was 
pintoned by two traffic *‘ cops and Detective 
Louis Weil. The assassin had to be dragged 
through a howling, clawing, and perspiring 
mob to the station house. 

An ambulance surgeon from the New York 
hospital had to fight his way through a host 
of several thousand to find that death had 
been. practically instantaneous with the rug 
merchant, whose body lay on the sidewalk 


shrieking and even fainting on all sides. 
body of Tavshanjian was removed to the sta- 
tion house. 

Arraigned at the desk of the Twentieth 
‘street station, the murderer hung his head 
and looked more like a schoolboy caught 
playing truant. An intérpreter in the person 
of George Minassian, manager of the rug 
importing firm of A. Karagheusian arrived 
and got from the prisoner his name. It is 
Bedros Hampartzoomian and he is 24 years 
old. He said he lived at 41 Archer avenue, 
Chicago, but there is no such number. In the 
scuffle the prisoner had lost his hat. In an 
inside pocket of his coat was a small black 
cap. It-is the belief of the police the assassin 
threw away his hat and planned to don the 
cap and escape by way of the subway. 


Sullen When Questioned. 

Minassian asked the prisoner why he had 
killed Tavshanjian. The prisoner was sullen 
and said nothing. He did finally condescend 
to state that he had come here from Chi- 
cago, having arrived only the night before. 

Mr. Minassian was greatly excited and 
wanted to get his hands on the assassin. 
Minassian was a friend of Tavshangian and 
knew an attempt to extort money from Tav- 
shanjian had been made by a clique of Ar- 
menians under the guise of patriots. Many 
other wealthy Armenians here have been 
treated likewise. Their lives have heen 
threatened if they failed to comply. 

The question as to why he had slain the 
rug merchant was put to Hampartzoomian 
time and again, but his only answer was a 
smile and hanging of his head. Finally, with 
two policemen twisting the steel chains and 
shackles on his wrists until his dark hands 
grew purple, his short little lege squirmed, 
and agony showed plainly in the prisoner's 
countenance, he fairly shrieked: 

“I did it to save my country. You can 
kill me, but I will not tell anything.“ 

Later on little Hampartzoomian was 
questioned at great length by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Hanley and his statemonts 
were taken down. Minassian, as inter- 
preter, got this with tears—the first he had 
shown—from the prisoner: 

“TI love my country. My society say this 
man Tavshanjian is a friend of the Turks. 
My father was killed, my mother was stolen 
from me, and they take my sister —“ 


Weeps During Tragic Recital. 

At this juncture Hampartzoomian broke 
down and wept like a child. Between his 
sobs he told with great hesitancy of the out- 
rageous treatment of his sister. He said he 
had come to this country about four years 
ago, worked for a time in New York, went to 
live with a cousin at Chelsea, Mass.; had 
Tavshanfian pointed out to him in Boston 
two years ago, and went to Chicago seven: 
teen months ago. 

Where do you come from?“ asked the in- 
terpreter. 

** Mazrah,”’ replied the prisoner. 

That's enough, sald Minassian with a 
significant gesture. Asked to explain, the 
interpreter stated that Mazrah is a village in 
the provincé of Harpoot, and from that vil- 
lage had come the man who is the head of the 
organization—the Hunchakist. 

This is a blackmailing organization,” said 
Minassian. It claims to be a patriotic or- 
ganization formed for the purpore of freeing 
Armenia from Turkish oppreefion. The 
clique is everywhere, with branches in all our 
cities here and in Europe. This man proba- 
bly has suffered and had been picked out for 
this reason to do this act.“

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FEARS TRIGGS AS BOY'S GUIDE 


Wife in Deposition Says He’s Un- 
fit to Rear Their Child. 


“IDEAS OF MORALITY LAX.” 


Woman Declares Ex- Professor Has 
Sent Her No Money Since 1905. 


The “lax ideas of morality’’ of Oscar 
Lovell Triggs, formerly University of Chi- 
cago professor, were made the basis of a 
deposition filed in the Superior court yester- 
day by his wife, Laura Starrette McAdoo 
Triggs, protesting against the husband hav- 
ing the custody of their 6 year old child. 
Mrs. Triggs, who is suing the editor, author, 
and former educator for divorce, also de- 
clares that he has contributed nothing to her 
support since 1905. 

The deposition was taken in the office of 
the consulate general of the United States, 
86 Avenue de YOpera, Paris, by Dean B. 
Mason, July 12. Mrs. Triggs declares that 
she cannot afford to come to Chicago to prose- 
cute her suit. 


Says She’s Been Faithful Wife. 

Mrs. Triggs’ deposition is as follows: 

My name is Laura Starrette Triggs. My 
residence is in Chicago. I was married to 
Oscar L. Triggs in Chicago on Jan. 6, 1890. 

„What has been your conduct toward the 
defendant from the date of your marriage up 
to the present time? 

„I have always been thoroughly faithful to 


him.“ 

„State how long you have been sojourning 
in Paris and the circumstances of your being 
here.“ 

1 first came to Europe with my husband 
in July, 1004. He wished to do some literary 
work im England. He brought me to Paris 
in August, 1904, where he established me 
with the understanding that I was toremain 
a year for certain studies in the French lan- 
guage and literature, during which time he 
would be more free to rearrange certain mat- 
ters in America, which he declared he could 
do better without the presence of his family. 
He Mkewise desired me to perfect myself in 
the French language, so that I could teach 
in a school which he intended to establish in 


America. 


Husband Has No Home Ready. 

“Tt returned to the United Statés in Au- 
gust, 10056. I had intended to go directly to 
Chicago to rejoin my husband, but on arriy- 
ing at New York I received a letter from 
Mr. Triggs suggesting that I go for a while 
to see my mother at Knoxville, Tenn. 

„When I reached my mother’s home Mr. 
Triggs made all sorts of excuses to prevent 
my going to Chicago. He kept me all the 
time in ignorance of his home address. 
While I was in Knoxville he came but once 
to see me and that was in November, 1906, 
and for the expense of this visit my mother 
and I contributed largely. 

“During this visit Mr. Triggs said that 
‘he would not be able to receive me in Chi- 
cago until the folowing summer, and he 

me to return to Paris and go on 
with my 
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cepting so far as I have already mentioned; 


The distance he traversed was half « mile. 


““ When I again came to Paris it was my 
expectation to returnand ire with my hus- the 


band in Chicago. Mr. Triggs had encour- 
aged me to return to Paris in order that I 
should complete my studies and because he 
could offer me no home in Chicago for the 
time being.

Columbia Capsized in Quake. 

The Columbia was a steel vessel of 1,746 
tons and was 309 feet in length, 38.5 beam, 
and 14.4 feet in depth. 

The vessel was built at Chester, Pa., in 
1880, and was owned by the San Francisco 
and Portland Steamship company. 

During the earthquake and fire the Colum- 
bia was lying at the dry dock of the Union 
Iron works, and the shock loosened some 
of its blocks, with the result that the ves- 
sel was capsized. But it was entirely re- 
fitted and when it left here Saturday it 
carried.a full list of passengers—about 300. 

The San Pedro was commanded by Capt.

Six weeks in England, where lords and 
common folk, the king at Windsor, and the 
“bobby” on the street corner had made 
much of Mark, made him as.chipper as a 
cricket and as happy (or so he said) as he 
was when a cub pilot on the Mississippi with 
his first turn at the wheel. He came back 
improved in health, too. When the reporters 
scurried up the sides of the Minnetonka at 
quarantine he lay back in a comfortable 
steamer chair, smoking and playing with 
Miss Dorothy Quick of Plainfield, N. J., a 
bright eyed girl of 14, who’monopolized most 
of his time during the run. 


Humorist Garbed in White. 

He wore the white flannel suit of interna- 
tional fame—white double breasted coat, 
white trousers, white waistcoat, ascot cra- 
vat, and white shoes—but this snowy cos- 
tume was topped by a large and ill fitting 
black qerby hat which somehow didn't be- 
long in the picture. The touch of brilliant 
color needed was supplied by Miss Quick, 
who wore red. Mr. Clemens’ cheeks were 
red and his eyes bright. Altogether he 
looked well and vigorous. 

On each side of him sat a dozen or more 
middle aged women, who laughed heartily 
whenever he met a sudden question with 
his slow drawl. Some of them thought it a 
shame the reporters crowded around 80, 
saying: 

“Why, isn’t this awful; it's really perfuct- 
ly killing.“ 

An English woman, leveling a pair of stcel 
blue eyes through her fearsome lorgnette, 
remarked, quite emphatically: ‘ Rully, it

Mark is said to really like it, but ft cannot 
be said he was especially communicative. 
He philosophized on the beauties and advan- 
tages of old age, talked some about the most 
interesting happenings during his visit to 
England, remarked it was a libel on the 
Anglican to say he could not fathom the 
American. joke, and admitted he was a little 
alarmed when the Minnetonka ran afoul of 
a big master on July 15. When it came to 
making a real, healthy joke or telling a 
story, Mark wasn't there. He explained. 
He said his stories and jokes now are sal- 
able at 30 cents a word. He would like to 
oblige, but he was an old man and paying 
rent on a house at Tuxedo, and couldn't 
afford to scatter his jewels haphazard. 


Says There Is Little to Tell. 


He said he had prepared for an attack or 
onslaught by the New York newspaper men 
when, years ago, he prepared himself for the 
next world.

SUIT ‘FILED IN NEW YORK. 


Division of Tolls Alleged in Action by 


Attorney General, 


New York, July 22.—I Special. I- That a cast 


fron business agreement exists between the 
Western Unton and the Postal Telegraph 


«<companies—a charge made by the attorney 


general in a suit to annul the charters of the 
two corporations on the ground that they 
constitute an illegal monopoly—is indicated 
by a special order of the Western Union to 
managers of its offices throughout the coun- 
try. 
A copy of the order—designated special 
sheet O Was obtained. It directs the 
managers to deliver to the Postal Telegraph 
company certain classes of messages ‘for 
transmission and tells how much of the 
money collected for the messages is to be paid 
to the Postal and how much to the Western 
Union. 
Order Sent to Managers. 

The order is printed on a large single sheet 
and is headed the Western Union Telegraph 
company, superintendent’s office.” In the 
upper left hand corner is printed. Robert C. 
Clowry, president and general manager.” 
It is addressed To Manager —— office,” a 
space being left for the name of the city. The 
order says: 

‘* Prepaid day or night messages to the 
places named below, to which your square, 
state, or special rate is 25 and 2 or less, 
should, as soon as accepted from their 


senders, be handed with tolls therefor to 


the Postal Telegraph-Cable company for 
transmission from point of origin to des- 
tination. 

„Prepaid messages to those to which your 
day rate by square or state is 40 and 8, or 
over, should be treated as other line mes- 
sages and sent via and checked as indicated 
below.“ The rates for such messages will be 
divided as follows: 


Schedules for Division. 

Then follows in tabulated form the sched- 
ules for the division of the money betweén the 
Postal and Western Union. Where the rate 
is 40 cents for ten words and 8 cente for each 
additional word, the Western Union retains 
15 cents out of the 40 and 1 cent for each ad- 
ditional word. The Postal gets 25 cents out 
of the 40 and 2 cents for each additional word. 

Where the rate is 50 cents each company 
gets 25 cents. Where the rate is 60 cents the 
Western Union gets 35 cents and the Postal 
25 cents. Where the rate is 75 cents the West- 
ern Union gets 50 cents and the Postal 25 
cents, and out of a $1 rate the Western Union 
gets 75 cents and the Postal 25 cents. 

A table providing for a division of charges 
collected on night messages follows and the 
circular then says: 

Collect messages to any of these places 
may be accepted, subject to the usual re- 
quirements, but all such collect messages W 
be handed to the Postal Telegraph company 
from point of origin to destination.”’ 

Then follows a list of thirty-three cities and 
towns in Delaware, two in the District of 
Columbia, forty-eight in Maryland, 112 in 
New Jersey, and 139 in Pennsylvania. 


CHIMNEY FALLS, KILLING GIRL 
IN HAMMOCK; SISTER WILL DIE 


Young Women Caught Under Debris— 
Swing Too Much for Brick Column 
on Roof. 


New York, July 22.—[Special.] — While 
swinging in a hammock on the roof of an 
apartment hotel at 53 and 55 East Ninety- 
fifth street tonight, Miss Hannah Sandman, 


a school teacher, was instantly killed when 
a chimney to which the hammock was at- 


tached was pulled down. Her sister, Miss 


Rae Bandman, also a teacher, was mortally 


injured. 

The young women had returned home late 
and went to the roof to cool off. They strung 
their hammock from the chimney to an iron 
clothes pole, and Miss Hannah Sandman got 
in first. She warned her sister against get- 
ting in with her, saying she feared the chim- 
ney might fall. 

The chimney was about ten feet high and 
two feet square, and on top of it rested a 
marble slab weighing 100 pounds. Miss Rae 
got into the hammock, too. As soon as she 
did so the chimney collapsed and the marble 
slab struck Miss Hannah on the head, kill- 
ing her instantly.

This part of the circular made the jobbers 
especially angry: 

Tou, Mr. Retailer, ask: Where will be 
buy? We answer: In any jobbing center 
outside of Chicago.’ Dozens of cities have 
just as good houses, goods in as large varie- 
ties, prices as low, transportation facilities 
equal, and, moreover, jobbers of these cities 
ure more loyal to the country merchants. 
Every jobber outside of Chicago is just as 
much interested to check this catalogue trade 
as you are and they deserve your patronage." 

The circular furthermore advises: ‘‘ You 
have friends in all jobbers outside Chicago.“ 

The jobbers, some of whom had been more 
or less interested in Clark's 6250, 000 publicity 
project, made a great deal of trouble about 
this circular, and Clark promised to be less 
vitriolic in the future. His second circular, 
however, had the objectionable feature of in- 


counting Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., 
which stopped the practice years ago, sold to 
catalogue houses. As a matter of fact there 
are many jobbers of Chicago who do not sell 
to the catalogue concerns, although not ad- 
vertising the fact. Clark takes upon himself 


line, and adds: 

“This should prove conclusively that the 
Home Trade League Literary bureau ig on 
the right track.“ 


Refers to Cash Buyers’ Union. 


The second circular contained a list of 
125 Chicago firms that did business with the 
Cash Buyers’ union, First National Co- 
operative society, which failed, 

There was more advice to retall dealers to 
boycott jobbers who sold to the catalogue 
houses, but there was nothing in the circular 
directly attacking Chicago wholesalers. 

The circular contained a subscription blank 
for the Home Trade Leaguer, which was 
described as a sixteen. page paper to be 
launched. The retailers were asked to send 
$1 for a year’s subscription, and were in- 
formed that they would have the satisfaction 
of knowing that they were “ enlisted in the 
vanguard.”’ be 

Where the “literary bureau left off and 
the ledgue began is a puzzle that the 
Chicago business world never has solved. 
The Dry Goods Reporter found that Mr. 
Clark could not tell things about the league 
that they wanted to know, saying, “I can- 
not tell.“ finally winding up by the Napoleonic 


Disgusted by Calamity Howling. 

Mr. Clark’s brand of calamity howling 
pained a great many of the merchants who 
received it, including thousands who are in- 
terested in opposing the extension of the 
catalogue business. A letter sent to the 
Dry Goode Reporter by A. D. Powers, a 
merchant of Hannibal, Mo., said:- | 

„1 have just received a green circular 
It Is 
headed: ‘Country Merchants, Take Warn- 
ing.’ I think it is well headed. I would ad- 
vise all country merchants who receive it to 
beware. , 

“I do not know whom the Home Trade 
league, is composed of, nor where they re- 
side, but at the bottom I read that I can send 
them 50 cents to 1025 Monadnock building, 
Chicago. Well, I will not send them 50 cents, 
because I do not feel the need of any more 
information. 

Their plan is to advise all country mer- 
chanis to boycott the Chicago jobbers. In 
my opinion, country merchants are not quite 
so countrified as.some Chicago people sup- 
pose. Suppose we send this Home Trade 
league 50 cents, and receive their slush from 
time to time, will we be any better off? 


Boycott of Little Effect. 


“ Suppose we boycott the Chicago jobbers 
and manufacturers who sell to mail order 
houses? Does any sane män believe we can 
stop their supply? With $10,000,000 a cor- 
poration can buy goods, and it will be a hard 
matter to stop them. 

I beHeve the mail order competition fs a 
serious problem, and one that demands 
the strongest kind of a fight, but I believe 
we should meet this competition as men and 
as merchants, open and above board, and not 
by a threatened boycott. 0 

„ SZuppose we withdraw our trade as a 
body from the Chicago jobbers. We will 
injure innocent parties, ard fail to benefit 
ourselves. But we will not do it. We will 
continue to buy goods where we can do the 
best, or think we are doing the best. 

„If the Chicago jobber can sell to the mail 
order house so it can cut the price, maybe 
he ‘will sell to us #0 we can meet that com- 
petition. 

„% A few years ago we heard a terrible howl 
about the department store. Where are the 
leather lunged men who made such a how! 
about the department store. They are gone 
where the mail order howler will go—into 
oblivion. 

What has the department store done for 
us? Ithas improved methods of merchandiz- 
ing as no other force could have done it. It 


prove our stores; it has made us advertise; 
and it has made us better business men. If 
we learn from the mail order house as we 
have learned m the department store it 
will do us more good than trying to put the 
Chicago jobber out of business.” 


Think Clark Seeks Gain. 


The mildest of Clark’s enemies among the 
jobbers. say that he is working the Home 
Trade league scheme simply for what there 
is in it for himself—and they are under the 
impression there's a good deal of money in 
it. They say that the “league” is a one 
man enterprise. 

. made himself prominent by at- 
tacking the jobbers Clark had solicited ad- 
vertisements for theater curtains, published 
a shippers’ gazetteer, and algo got out a di- 
rectory. of South Chicago. He's 2 middle 
aged man of considerable energy. 

“T realize that I have incurred the enmity 
of some of the Chicago jobbers,” Clark said 
in the afternoon, and I already have writ- 
ten saying that if on that account I am not 
considered a good man to manage the league 
I am ready to stepdown. The jobbers of this

sloop Volant, belonging to the Columbia 
Yacht club fleet, was capsized, and F. A. 
Tryon, a part owner of the boat, was 
drowned. The only other occupant of the 
yacht, P. F. Lawson, was washéd ashore un- 
conscious, but is still alive: Both were Chi- 
cago men, Mr. Tryon being a member of the 
yacht club. The accident occurred two miles 
above Michigan City. 

The firet telegram from New Buffalo, Mich., 
caused a serious misunderstanding, as it 
stated that Lawson was drowned and Tryon 
was saved. Later word was received at the 
offices of the R. R. Donnelley & Sons Co., 
where both men were employed, that the con- 
fusion had been caused by Lawson's repeated 
utterance of Tryon's name in his delirium. 


7 
Both Men Experienced Sailors. 

The two men-sailed from the Columbia club- 
house Saturday afternoon for Michigan City, 
Ind., and started back to Chicago early Sun- 
day morning. The wind was puffy all Sun- 
day afternoon, according to yachtsmen who. 
ventured out on the lake, and toward dusk! 
hecame exceedingly rough. The Volant was 
a fin keel craft, twenty-two feet long, built 
three years ago, and said to have weathered 
a number of lake storms. 

Both men were experienced sailors, and 
little anxiety was felt by their friends in 
Chicago until the sloop was twenty-four 
hours overdue. Lawson came to Chicago a 
year ago after a trip around the world as a 
sailor. He formerly lived in Nova Scotia, 
end last week he declared to a friend that a 
— on Lake Michigan had no terrors for 

m. 

“I am not afraid of the worst that little 
pond can do,“ he declared on several occa- 
sions. 

He is 28 years old and single, and lives at 
127 Sacramento avenue. 


Tryon’s Family Out of City. 

Tryon and his brother-in-law, Dr. Fred 
W. Jones, with whom he lived at 5042 For- 
restville avenue, were joint owners of the 
capsized boat. Tryon was 26 years old, was 
married, and had a child a few months old. 
Mrs. Tryon is absent from the city and no 
means of notifying her of the accident could 
be found. Dr. Jones is said to be in Nash- 
ville, Tenn, 

Aside from the scrutiny of the lake, no ef- 
fort was made to find the missing men and 
no search had begun until the first telegram 
from Michigan was received. Then their 
employers sent George Boone Carpenter and 
Frederick P. Zimmerman from their offices 
to New Buffalo, and it was their message 
in the evening that corrected the mistake 
in the name of the drowned man. It stated 
also that the body of Tryoh had not been re- 
covered. 


Lawson Tells of It. 


Mr, Lawson was taken to Michigan City 
yor last night told of their experiences. He 
said: 

We left Chicago in the Volant with a wind 
allowing us to keep the course to Michigan 
City. After sunset on Saturday the breeze 
died out completely and all night we lay be- 
calmed off the South Chicago lights. We 
went on to Michigan City Sunday morning. 
At 3 p. m. we started on our return trip 

Chicago under jib and foresall. | 

Four miles northwest of Michigan City a 
terrific squall broke and we sheeted off before 
it, the boat acting admirably. Suddenly the 
mast snapped, allowing the peak to drop, and 
despite the helm the Volant shot up into the 
wind and turned turtle. Tryon clifibed on 
the bottom. My feet became entangled in 
the main sheet and I went under. Arter ex- 
tricating myself I came to the surface and 
Tryson pulled me upon the keel. He held to 
the rudder while I managed to cling to the 
fin keel. The Theodore Roosevelt and Pére 
Marquette No. 5 passed about two miles to 
westward of Michigan City, but failed to 
notice us. About 5 o’clock the boat righted 
itself, but with the exception of the top of 
the cabin was entirely underwater. A sec- 
ond big squall about midnight gave us a fight 
for our lives. Tryon became chilled and 
cramped and talked delirious. He spoke of 
letting go and ending all. ; 


Tryon Drops Into Water. 

“T persuaded him to keep his nerve and 
passing a line around his body determined 
to keep him from dropping overboard. Going 
under a big sea I lost my hold on the line 
around Tryon, and when I came up he had 
gone further aft. Before I could reach him 
he threw up his hands, groaned, and fell 
over backwards. I scrambled aft, hoping 
when he came up I could get hold of the line, 
but sea after sea smashed over the boat, 
and if he carne up I failed to see him. At 
daybreak I began to suffer from cramps, but 
seeing I was drifting in shore my spirits kept 
up, and I managed to get into a sitting pos- 
ture, wedged in so that I would not wash 
overboard. About 9 o'clock I dropped to 
sleep and I remember nothing more until I 
found myself in bed in the hotel at New 
er Later I was brought to Michigan 

Ity.“ 

Four Narrowly Escape Drowning. 

The Hattie E., a sailing yacht owned by 
Prof. W. 8. Battis, 66837 Normal avenue, was 
capsized in Pine lake, near Laporte, Ind. 
Mrs. Battis, het two sons, and Eddie Hart of 
Laporte had a narrow escape from drowning. 

The boat was in midlake when the wind car- 
ried the sail over until it touched the water. 
Mrs. Battis becamé greatly alarmed, and it 
is said she attempted to jump into the lake, 
but was restrained by the others. The four 
remained on the side of the boat and eventual- 
ly succeeded in righting it, after which the sail 
was lowered and the yacht brought ashore.

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BLEVEN FACE DEATH IN YACHT 


Saif on Pleasure Craft Nearly Re- 
sults in Catastrophe.

Suffer from Lack of Food and Water 
and Are Picked Up Exhausted. 
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Bridgeport, Conn., July 22.—Special. ]—Bat- | 
tered and buffeted by the wind and waves 
of Long Island sound, in a leaking boat, with- 
out food or water for forty-eight hours, 
eleven of the best known young people of this 
city were towed in today in the sloop yacht 
Mary Bell, overcome by exhaustion and ex- 
posure. All were in such a condition that 
they were sent to hospitals or to theirhomes 
in ambulances. 

The women of the party had been compelled 
to tear their skirts into strips to fill the open 
seams in the yacht to stop the inrush of 
water, which threatened to swamp them. 

John Levander, owner of the Mary Bell, had 
a merry party of young folks as his guests at 
breakfast Saturday morning. Then he in- 
vited them aboard his yacht for à hall. It was 
his plan to go as far as Black Rock harbor 
and return, a trip of three hours at most, so 
no provisions were put on board, nor did the 
yacht carry the usual casks of water. 


Leaves Harbor; Struck by Hurricane. 

Scarcely had the Mary Bell left the harbor 
when a thunder storm came up andthe wind, 
blowing almost a hurricane, drove the yachts 
far out of its course. Mr. Levander, an ex- 
perlenced yachtsman, had his boat well in 
händ and rode out the heavy seas following 
the squall without difficulty. 

No sooner had the Mary Bell headed back 
toward Bridgeport than another squall, more 
violent than the first, struck it. Squall after 
equall followed. They continued all the 
afternoon. When night cante the party was 
far adrift on the sound, with the sea running 
heavy and without food or water. To add 
to the peril there was not a drop of oll nor a 
lantern aboard. No signal lamps could be 
set, and they were in danger of being run 
dowm 

The wind died as Sunday dawned, and all 
day the party lay bécalmed off the Long 
Island coast, unable to make shore. Their 
sufferings for water became intense. The 
food, too, was missed, but it was water they 
wanted most. 

Late Sunday afternoon a breeze sprang up, 
and the yacht was pointed toward home. 
When fairly in the middle of the sound the 
wind died again. Attempts were made to 
signal passing steamers, but without suc- 
cess, and night again found the yacht drift- 
ing in a dead calm. Darkness had set in 
when Mr. Levander found the heavy seas of 
the night before had sprung some of the 
seams and the yacht was filling. The women 
tore up their skirts, which the men forced 
into the seams, thus stopping the water. 


Finds Party on Floor Exhausted. 

In the night a ‘tug and several steamers 
passed close to the yacht, but its hails were 
unanswered. Shortly after 2 o' clock the 
steam tug, John Glenn, passed the drifting 
yacht and its captain was astonished to see 
no signs of life aboard. He went alongside 
and found the entire party, overcome by ex- 
haustion and exposure, lying on the cabin 
floor. The first cry of everybody was for 
water, and after they had been cared for as 
best the tug. crew could do, the Glenn 
towed the yacht into Bridgeport harbor. Am- 
bulances were telephoned for and the mem- 
bers who were too ill to be sent home were 
taken to hospitals. 

At the hospitals tonight it was said that 
while no fatalities would result, it would be 
weeks before all the members of the party 
had recovered. 


PROMOTER MONROE ARRESTED 
ON A CHARGE OF SWINDLING. 


Accused of Obtaining $5,000 from a 
Peoria Man by Means of a Confi- 
dence Game. 


F. L. Monroe, who lives at River Forest and 
has offices at 1107 and 1108 Great Northern 
building, wae arrested yesterday on a charge 
of obtaining $5,000 from Richard Townsend, 
Peoria, III., by means of a confidence game. 

Townsend said Monroe advertised for sale 
a large amount of stock inthe Marinette Gas 
Engine company of Chicago Heights.

The confidence movement, which origi- 
nated among Chicago men, made substantial 
heaiiway yesterday at several informal dis- 
cussions. State Examiner William Pish- 
zak, who is fostering the Cook county merger 
scheme, explained the plan to the delegates 
from other cities, and his ideas were favor- 
ably received. 

„There are 167 building and loan concerns 
in Cook county, the majority of which are 
struggling along under difficulties,’’ said Mr. 
It is proposed to effect a saving 
in running expenses for each company, 
through a central board of directors, a Sen- 
eral secretary-treasurer and other officials. 
We believe that in this way, the small in- 
vestors, most of whom are wage earners, 
8, will be beneflted.“ 

John N. C. Shumway of Taylorville, who is 
president of the Illinois league, indorsed the 
merger scheme and predicted that it will re- 
ceive close attention at the convention. 

„For a number of year,“ he said, there 
has been a feeling of financial skittishness 
toward these investment companies. A few 
failures furnished a good reason for this 
state of mind gmong investors. What we 
wish to do is to educate the public to the

comes practically as safe as a bank.“

Instead of being frightened, the recipients 
of the letters laid all their information be- 
fore the police, but no arrests were made 
and the matter was forgotten until about 
six months ago, when one Vartanian, sup- 
posedly from Chicago, went to Constanti- 
nople and killed a man named Unjin, a sup- 
porter of the government. 

While the dead man had a big trade in 
Chicago and kept up a steady correspondence 
with many of his customers here, he had not 
visited the city since the World's Columbian 
exposition. He was the Persian commissioner 
to the Louisiana Purchase exposition at St. 


Louis. 

Bedros Hampartzoonian, the alleged mur- 
derer, who gave his address as 41 Archer 
avenue, is not known here, although he has 
a familiar family name.

TRAIN SERVICE DISRUPTED 
BY THE HEAVY RAIN STORM. 


Several Railroads in Wisconsin Have to 
Abandon Their Passenger Schedules— 
Damage Being Repaired. 


The train service of the St. Paul, North- 
western, and the Burlington railroads in the 
vicinity of La Crosse and Winona was 
abandoned Sunday night and yesterday morn- 
ing, as the result of the heavy rain storm. 
The Northwestern resumed train service yes- 
terday morning between Winona Junction 
and Sparta, a distance of fifty miles. The 
St. Paul road resumed train service late yes- 
terday afternoon, except between La Crosse 
and Sparta, where the greatest damage was 
done. It is reported all repairs will be com- 
pleted by tomorrow. The Burlington reports 
@ partial resumption of train service and 
expect to be in good condition by tonight. 

The St. Paul had three bridges damaged 
between La Crosse and Sparta, and in one 
instance it will be necessary to drive new 
piling. Work trains and material have been 
dispatched to the damaged district and the 
work of putting the track in shape is proceed- 
ing as fast as possible. It is expected the 
trains will be able to make regular schedules 
this afternoon. 

The most serious damage to the Northwest- 
ern was at Bangor, where the force of the 
water washed the earth from around the pil- 
ing of the bridge at that point, and it will be 
necessary to drive new piles. The damage 
to the embankments between Onalaska and 
Temple and Winona Junction and La Crosse 


was caused more by the débris deposited on 


the track than from washouts.

Boise, Idaho, July 22.—[Special.]—The heat 
of the July sun in Boise moved Judge Wood 
to cut out the afternoon session of the Hay- 
wood trial today and substitute an evening 
session in its place.

Several High Corean Officials 
Taken at Seoul. 


EX-RULER FOMENTS TROUBLE 


Mobs Await Signal to Riot; «spun 
Seeks Peace,

SEO UL. Corea, July 22.— The discovery of a 


plot against the throne resulted in the arrest 


between midnight and dawn of today of one 
of the elder statesmen of Corea, together 
with Pak Yung Ho, who yesterday was ap- 


pointed minister of the imperial household; 
Yi Do Chany, grand chamberlain of the 
former emperor; and four Corean officers. 

The intervention of the former emperor in 
the affairs of today is evidenced by the fact 
that he prevailed upon his son, the present 
emperor, to refuse his signature to a procla- 
mation framed by the cabinet, the object of 
which was to calm the people and restore 
order. 2 

The ministers of war, justice, and educa- 
tion assembled at the palace at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, the remainder of the cabi- 
net joined them at 10 clock in the evening, 
and the full cabinet deliberated until this 
morning. 


Former Ruler Cause of Conspiracy. 


The minister of war has reported to Mar- 
quis Ito, the Japanese resident general, that 
he has no control over or communication with 
the army. 

The former emperor is responsible for the 
four anti-Japanese conspiracies since his ab- 
dication, : 

One Japanese was wounded during the en- 
counter in front of the Great Bell yesterday. 

Two villas, belonging to deposed mem- 
bers of the former cabinet, were burned 
down between 7 O lock and midnight. The 
electric plant is now under guard. 

„Rumors are current that three cruisers, 
with ability to land 1.000 bluejackets, are 
making their way to Chemulpo. 

The J apanese residency here has generally 
placed the whole responsibility for the ar- 
rests made this morning on the throne, dis- 
claiming intervention, which, it is asserted, 
would be an unnecessary invasion into af- 
fairs which are purely Corean. On account 
of the fact that every Japanese soldier here 
is needed to guard the barracks of the Corean 
troops guards have been refused to two 
houses of foreigners in the suburbs and their 
occupants. 


Cannot Patrol the City. 


It is impossible now to adequately patrol 
the whole city so as to prevent the gathering 
of the mobs which have assembled during 
the last two days | 

Im view of the grave state of the present 
crisis, Viscount Hayashi, the Japanese for- 
eign minister, has consented to say that the 
abdication of the emperor occurred simul- 
taneously with his arrival in Seoul, and was 
a surprise and disappointed his plans. Neither 
Marquis Ito nor Japan had any part in the 
abdication, but, on the contrary, if consulted, 
they would not have advised it. 

Regarding the report that he came to Corea 
on a special mission, Viscount Hayashi ad- 
mitted thatit was true that he came intrusted 
with his government's program. Japan's 
position here was delicate and its responsi- 
bilities were great. 


Japan to Hold Aloof. 


Regarding possible plans for the future 
government, Hayashi said that the Corean 
throne had nothing to fear from the Jap- 
anese, but there must be a competent, or- 
ganized administration. Japan’s program 
would be executed only wtth regard to due 
forms. with the consent of the constituted 


sovereign, and was subject to modification 


according to conditions. It already had 
modified its plans, and if the Corean throne 
established a competent government Japan 
would deal with it. At present the Japanese 
authorities were concerned wholly with the 
restoration of order. 
_Many Intrigues Planned. 

TOKIO, July 22.—Telegrams from ‘Seoul 
state that intrigues on an extensive scale 
are now im progress. It is declared that the 
palace now is a hotbed of illicit plots and con- 
spiracies. The placing on the throne of the 
new emperor has aggravated the jealousy 
between his mother, Princess Ming, 
mother of Prince Ying, each having a large 
following. Disaffection is spreading rapidly 
and riotings of the people throughout the 
penineula are apprehended.

The demonstration in favor of Hau appears 
to be due largely to the same maudlin sent!- 
ment which has made a hero out of many 
another accused of a daring crime. To the 
unthinking people Hau's daring trip to 
Beden-Baden made him appear a hero. An- 
other reason for the demonstrations that 
have taken place in the last few days appears 
in the state’s attorney’s manner of conduct- 
ing the prosecution, and it is further ex- 
plained by citizens that the Molitors are un- 
popular in Karisruhe, having lived here until 
1899. 

The sentencing of Hau does not end the 
case, Dr. Dietz, his counsel, having in his 
address practically given notice of appeal. 


Hau’s Crime at Baden Baden. 


Hau, his wife, and child went to Baden 
Baden a year ago on a visit. Hau went on to 
Turkey to try and obtain from the sultan a 
concession to establish an oll depot at Tshi- 
bukif. He failed ang returned to Baden 
Baden, much discouraged and gravely in 
need of money. His mother-in-law ‘was 
wealthy and om her death his wife was to 
receive 160.000. 

On Nov. 1 Hau and his wife went to Frank- 
fort. From there he sent his wife and child 
to the Hotel Cecil in London, promising to 
follow in a few days. He purchased a false 
beard, returned to Baden Baden, left his 
baggage at the station at Karlruhe, and 
disappeared. On the evening of Nov. 6 Friiu 
Molitor recéived a telephone message telling 
her to ko to the railway station. She was 
shot and killed on the way by.a man wearing 
a black beard. A servant said the voice in 
the telephone was Hau's. 

A few houre afterward, Hau, smooth 
shaven, claimed his baggage and started for 
London. Before starting he telegraphed his 
wife: ‘‘ Arrive tomorrow night. Don't be- 
tray address.“ He was arrested at the Hoiel 
Cecil on Nov. 7. 

Mrs. Hau committed suicide on June 6 last 
after a long interview with her husband in 
prison. She left a note saying it was impos- 
sible to live apart from her husband not- 
withstanding his awful deed.”’

Pardons a Traffic — Many Prominent 
Men Implicated, Is Charged, 


PARIS, July 22.—Gitl Blas is responsible for 
the sensational statement that it has been 
discovered that a-former private secretary 
of the present minister of justice, M. Guyot- 
Dessaigne, at one time conducted a scan- 
dalous traffic in public offices, decorations, 
and pardons.

The state will do 
nothing rash or revolutionary, but will main- 
tain its dignity by using every lawful means 
to enforce its laws. In every way possible 
that is honorable and in accordance with 
the state’s rights I am willing to meet the 
railroads im trying to settle this unfortunate 
complication. I have offered, if they would 
gell tickets under the law, to hasten the trial 
@uit.”’ 


No Letup in Prosecutions. 

He deelares, however, that if the railroads 
do not obey the law, he will instruct the 
state’s attorney to aid the solicitors of the 
state in framing new bills and prosecuting 
the railroads until they do obey the law. 

If however, they refuse to recognize the 
law and, as a result, fine, costs, and the 
odium that attach to them and their agents 
who persist in bringing them in deflance of 
the law, and they go to jail, they will Nave 
only themselves to blame as the state is 
read yto stop when the law is obeyed. I am 
not guilty of usurpation, as some railroad 
organs contend, in thus trying to enfcrce 
the violated law, but simply as the execu- 
tive of the state executing the law as the 
state constitution requires me to do. 


All Lawbreakers on Same Footing. 

My duty is to see that all persons violat- 
ing the law are punished. So, whether it be 
im prosecuting. alleged lynchers, as I am 
now doing in Union county, or trying to stop 
railroads from setting at naught the declared 
will of the people through its legislature, I 
intend, without needlessly harassing indi- 
viduals or railroads, to try to enforce the laws 
now being persistently and defiantly violated 
by these railroads.” |

The worst mudhole in the city is directly in 
front of the entrance to St. Luke's hospital, 
Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue. The 
mud is so deep that ambulances bringing pa- 
tients to the institution are all but mired. 
The wheels sink nearly to their hubs and the 
vehicles lurch, to theAistres of the patients. 


being spattered with mud from one end to the 
other. 

Wrangling property owners, heavy truck- 
ing and a railroad corporation have contrib- 
uted to make the section of Indiana avenue 
from Twelfth to Sixteenth the worst in the 
city. During the rainy periods it is well 


nigh impossible. 


Pond and Then a Morass. 

|. Just before the entrance of the hospital is 
reached there is a small pond, and immediate- 
ly in front of the entrance is a morass—a sink 
hole for tin cans, old footwear, pieces of 
crockery, brickbats, and other refuse, which 
may have been thrown there in a despairing 
effort to fill it up. 

Two years ago the street was paved, aftera 
fashion. The Illinois Central railroad, which 
runs along the east side, is credited with 
selecting a cheap variety of pavement, yel- 
lew soft stone that was brought from the 
south and dumped into the mud. 

This lasted no time at all. The property 
owners paid two assessments, but, perceiving 
the character of the pavement, asked to be 
relieved from the remaining three assess- 
ments. They agreed among themselves to 
pay for granite pavement if the city would 
relieve them from the remainder due on the 
crushed stone pavement. 


Hospital Objects to Granite. 

St. Luke’s hospital board of managers ob- 
jected to granite because the noise would 
distress the patients. The Illinois Central 
railroad intimated that the city could go 
ahead and pave the street, but it had paid 
for all the pavement it was going to. The 
matter remains in that condition. 


LAWYERS IN DOUBLE SHUFFLE; 
REVERSE VIEWS IN TWOCASES. 


Each Confronted in Court with His Own 
Contradictory Opinion as to Fellow 
Attorney’s Skill. 


Is a lawyer’s opinion as an expert when he 
is on one side of a case as good as his con- 
trary opinion when he ig on the other side? 
And when two lawyers in two similar cases 
take exactly reverse ground, where is the 
preponderance of evidence, anyway? 

The solving of this conundrum, along with 
the perplexing question as to whether the 
legal services of Attorney Frederick H. Ray- 
mond were worth $10,000 a year, was spared 
to a jury before Judge Patten yesterday by 
an agreement by which the lawyer obtained

The plaintiff was injured In an elevator 
accident im a building owned by the estate 
and was obliged to neglect his business for 
two years. He sued for $20,000 and the es- 
tate engaged J. Hamilton Lewis to defend it. 
Lewis contended that Raymond was not a 
lawyer of such practice as to be entitled to 
$20,000 for two years. Raymond’s lawyer, 
Frank W. Walker, insisted that the plaintiff 
was so great a lawyer as to be entitled to 
twice that amount. :

MEN ON STRIKE. 


Employes at Rock Island, Mo- 
line, and Davenport Clash 
Over Company’s Rules. 


DEMAND MADE ON ANSON. 


Warned Against Hiring Non- 
union Painters to Work in 
His ‘Baseball Park. 


The Railroad Carmen’s union, comprising 
car repairers, carpenters, painters, cleaners, 
and laborers, declared a strike yesterday 
against the Rock Island lines, and 280 men 
employed in the repair shops at Moline, 
Rock Island, and Davenport stopped work un- 
til one of their number is reinstated with full 
pay from the time he was discharged to 
date of reinstatement. 

The men employed in the repair shops had 
been in the habit of being ready to leave the 
shops when the whistle announced time to 
stop work. In order to accomplish this it 
was necessary for them to stop work ten 
minutes earlier in order to wash up. The 
company posted rules forbidding the practice 
on penalty of discharge. 


Painter Breaks Company’s Rule. 


A painter at East Moline was found wash- 
ing up ten minutes before the hour for stop- 
ping work, and was discharged. He reported 
it to the grievance committee of the union, 
which in turn held a conference with the 
railroad executives demanding the reinstate- 
ment of the discharged man, with full pay 
for the time he was off duty. The executives 
were willing to give the man another chance, 
but refused to give him full pay for the time 
he was off. 

Inquiry among the repair men at Chicago 
did not indicate any intention to strike here 
because of the grievance at East Moline, but 
it is possible the strike may spread to other 
division shops. 

May Call Strike on Anson. 

Capt. Adrian C. Anson will havea new kind 
of strike called on him this morning unless 
he settles a number of grievances of the 
painters’ union. The business agent of the 
union asserts that Capt. Anson has employed 
seventeen nonunion workmen to paint the 
new grand stand in his baseball park at Sixty- 
first street and Champlain avenue. He 
threatens to have carpenters, electricians, 
and other laborers called out. 

A committee waited upon the former base- 
ball leader with a protest from the Associated 
Buildings Trades, but failed to get satisfac- 
tion. Then followed a conference of union 
officials, with the result that Capt. Anson 
was placed on the “unfair” list until he 
should play ball according to union rules. 

Forty men are employed at the ball park, 
and it is said all will go on strike in support 
of the painters. 

Small Is Coming to Chicago. 

General Secretary Wesley Russell of the 
telegraphers’ union recelved word that Pres- 
ident Small, head of the operators’ order, 
will be in Chicago next week to straighten 
out local grievances of the union against the 
telegraph companies. Small said the major- 
ity of the San Francisco and Oakland strik- 
ers had returned te work. 


SHIFT WISCONSIN LEGAL STAFF. 


Madison Lawyer Appointed Deputy At- 
torney General—Office Force Gets 
Salary Boost Under New Law. 


Madison, Wis., July 22.—[Special.]—Attor- 
ney Russell Jackson of Madison was today 
appointed deputy attorney general of Wis- 
consin by Attorney General Frank L. Gil- 
bert, under a law recently passed by the leg- 
islature reorganizing the force in his depart- 
ment. Jackson was for seven years a law 
partner of Attorney General Gilbert.

By skiliful ne Mra. Cuneo escaped be- 
ing wrecked by a telegraph pole, grazing it 
with the side of her car, and stopped the ma- 
chine after she had demolished 4 considerable 
section of the fence. 

The front axle of her automobile was 
cracked, but when last seen by the tourists 
she was in a blacksmith shop at Greencastle, 
superintending an attempt at repairs, and 
assuring every one who stopped that she is 
going on to New York anyway.

Four of the older members of the Pi Delta 
Phi held a meeting last night at Miss Wake- 
lers home and between a course in fudges 
and giggles explained that she in no way was 
connected with their society. ey classified 
Miss Johnson's statement that she was still

These were 


the only harsh words they had for the girl. 
Offers to Show Society’s Books, 


“T can produce our constitution to prove 


that she was never enrolled in our society,” 
Mise Wakeley declared. Of course she was 
in the society known as the ‘Englewood 
House, of which we were members together. 
But this organization broke up and when we 
started we did not have her among us in Pi 
Delta Phi.“ 

“Cecelia ts one girl in a good many,” said 
Miss Helena Bassett, who was present at tne 
2223 at Miss Wakeley’s home. She 

She dresses 
in fine clothes, but I do not recall that she 
ever overdressed, although she had quite a 
display of jewelry.

“The grand jurors discussed articles con- 
cerning gambling which have appeared in the 
Record-Herald,” Mr. Bergener said, after 

‘coming out of the grand jury room. I told 
them I unde 
had sprung up, but I believed the police would 
be able to handle it, and, in fact, already 
had done so. They did not ask me for any 
specific evidence against particular persons. 


Informed from Other Sources. 


Mr. Lawrence said that he gave them what 
information he had.

Threat to Dynamite a Saloon. 

Detectives from Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler’s office have been watching the 
saloon of Thomas McGinnis, 208 State street, 
lest somebody should try to blow it up with 
dynamite. McGinnis reported to the police 
that after the explosion at the house of John 
Condon, the wealthy rdcetrack man, at 2632 
Michigan avenue, he received an anonymous 
telephone message telling him to look out for 
a similar explosion at his saloon. McGinnis 
is supposed to be closely allied with Condon. 

“I am inclined to believe the telephone 
messcge was a joke, said Assistant Chief 
Schuettler. I do not believe there ever was 
a plot to blow up McGinnis’ place, but I took 
the precaution of sending several men to the 
saloon to investigate and to keep watch.“ 

McGinnis was said to be out of the city 
when a reporter called at his place in the 
evening.

Dr. Hindhede is a physician of Den- 
k, who has a heaven born mission 
to down the meat trust by repudiating 
meat as an article of diet. He has 
proved by himself and his family that 
people. pay entirely too much attention 
to the high priced luxuries of the table. 
He has demonstrated that health and 
strength’ are best procured by doing away 
with meats, alcoholic beverages, tea and 
coffee, and that all the joys of the palate 
are accomplished by devotion to bread and 
butter, potatoes, fruit, cheese, and -va- 
rious kinds ‘of cereals and vegetables. 
In subsisting on this diet Dr. Hindheda 
has permitted himself to spend 4 cents a 
day, but he shewe learnedly that a man 
may live and set a really excellent table 
for 2 cents a day, while, if he happens 
to be in affluent ‘circumstances; he can 
dispose of 10 cents a day for his nour- 
ishment and live like a prince. And, what 
is much to the point, all Denmark is be- 
ginning to take him seriously and con- 
form to his principles ‘of living. 

Only a day or two ago mention was 
made of a Chicago mati who lived quite 
hilariously for several weeks on an occa- 
sional glass of water—a bill of fare ex- 
tremely disconcerting not only to the pack- 
ing interests but to the corner grocer, 
as ‘well as the South Water street com- 
bination.

tion on the part of the popular parliament 
‘elected by universal suffrage. 

The Norwegians have always had the rep- 
— of being intensely democratic. 

fact, they were looked upon until the 
4 1 . of King Haakon as being at heart 
republicans, and as having been prompted 
only by a reverence for their national history 
of ancient times, which was monarchical, to 
elect a sovereign rather than a president in 
1905. 
They have not yet got to the point of 
ing Haakon slre or pour majesty; te 
variably addressing him as Mr. King.” But 
they are now bent on having a house of lords, 
on the lines of that of England, and that so 
level headed, independent, and progressive a 
people as the Norwegians should bave come 
to this conclusion is worthy of note. 

It remains to be seen whether this will in- 
volve the creation of 4 nobility. As stated 
above, the Norwegians have no aristocracy, 
as such, and the two families who possess 
titles hold these from foreign governments 
and do not use them, the only exception being 
the Norwegian envoy at Paris, the Baron 
Wedel-Jarisberg, whose German title is an 
ancient one, and who finds its retention use- 
ful in his diplomatic work at Paris.

If Hazlewood castle, the grand old place in 
Yorkshire which has been the home of the 
Vavasours since Norman times, is now in the 


Not long ago he was adjudicated a bank- 
rupt, ruined, ft is said, by electrical inv 
tions, and as he hae not been able to recovér 
his finanolal footing and has a large fa nily 
he has hed no alternative but to part with 
this grand old place, which was already the 
home of the Vavasours before the building ot 
the present minster of York in 1200. 

For it is a matter of historical record that 
the stone used in its construction came from 
the Thieves Gill quarry, on the Hazlewood 
castle estate, and was given for the purpose 
by the then master of Hazlewood castle, Sir 
William Le Vavasour. 

The Vavasours aré indebted for their name 
to their rank in the aristocracy. In olden 
times the latter was divided, aocording to 
Bracton, into “ emperors, Rings, and princes; | 
magnates, valvagours; and knights.” 3 

In the W Tales the word 
** Valvassor,”’ ‘“Vavassour,” ik used in | 
the prologue to oa te a person next in 
dignity to a baron, but superior to a knight 
or a subvassal, and this interpretation is | 
borne out by the fact that Bir Mauger le | 
Vavasor, founder of the family, is men- | 
tioned in Domesday Book as being sub- 
vassal of the Percys, earls of Northumber- 
land, with respect. to a considerable number 
of manors and estates. 

Strictly speaking, the Vavasour family is ) 
extinct. True, there are today two baronets 
of the name ‘of Vavasoufnameély: Sir 
Wiltam Vavasour, the owner until now of 
Hazlewood castle, and the venerable Sir 
Henry Vavasour, now 98 years of age, and 
whose honors will become extinct on his 
death. 

He is known as Vavasour of Spaldington, 
In Yorkshire. Spaldington came into the 
family through the . of John Vava- 
saur to Isabel de la Haye, heiress of the De 
la Hayes of Spaldington. 

His Hneal descendant, Thomas Vavasour 
of Spaldington, died at the end of the sev- 
enteenth century without male issue, leaving 
an only daughter, and for the next 100 years 
Spaldington passed through a succession 
of female heirs, until at the end of the

of Thomas Vavasour, obtained the permis- 
sion of the crown to assume the name and 
the arms of Vavasour of Spaldington, and 
was created a baronet. 

As for the parent stem, the Vavasours of 
Hazlewood, it practically became extinct 
through the debi, unmarried, in 1826, of Sir 
Thomas Vavasour of Hazlewood castle. He 
devised his estates to a cousin, the Hon. Ed- 
ward Stourton, younger gon of the sixteenth

Machine Calculates Wages. 
(From the Technica! World Magazine: } 

A new wage calculating machine of Eng- 
lish make has recently been brought out. The 
design is free from small and intricate pieces 
of mechanism, which are generally a prolific 
source of trouble. This instrument is a 
time and labor saving device employed in the 
case of piece work for quickly finding without 
calculation the proportion of the total bal- 
ance money that is due individually to any 
number of men sharing profits on the same 
contract, the divisions being proportional to 
each man’s fixed daily or weekly money rate. 
When work is paid for on the premium sys- 
tem the instrument can also be used for 
finding the time allowance that is to be added 
to the actual time occupied on the contract. 

The instrument consists of. two large wheels, 
with broad, flat faces, mounted on the same 
spindle. The spindle is carried at each end 
in bearings fixed to the wooden supporting 
stand. One of the two wheels is securely 
keyed to the spindle, and the other is free 
to revolve. A spring of sufficient strength to 
cause the two wheels to revolve together 
presses the loose wheel against —

This time the yacht was brought up by Skip- 
per George McCullough and his crew in forty- 
three and one-half hours. 


Crews Exhausted at Finish. 


The yachts experienced all the vagaries of 
the weather from calms to severe squalls, 
and tonight the exhausted crews are resting 
after their battle with the elements. The ex- 
perience of Vencedor was practically that of 
all the rest. The fourteen competitors got 
away to a one gun start at 4 o’clock in Chi- 
cago Saturday afternoon... Mistral, Alice, 
Hawthorne, and Vanenna held inshore, while 


others well astern at sundown. In thé light 
air the two sloops sailed wing and wing until 
midnight, but when day broke on Sunday the 
freshening breeze had put Illinois hull down 
dead astern of Vencedor. 

Skipper McCullough held on a true course 
for Point Betsie, and the first land sighted 
was at Little Point Sauble at 11 o’clock in the 
morning. Here as nasty a squall as ever 
menaced a racing yacht tore in from the 
northwest and Vencedor was thrown up Into 
the wind to ride out the blow. At Big Point 
Sauble and off Ludington squalls equally as 
bad were. encountered, but Vencedor lugged 
all canvas through them. With the lee rail 
buried in the green smother, the crack yacht 
foamed along and picked up Point Betsie at 8 
o’clock. 

Free Wind Encountered. 

To the Manitous there was a free wind, but 
again it swung to the north, and the boat 
was close hauled throughout the night. Clear 
to the shanks “* Venice "’ was jammed hard on 
the wind. These points were rounded at 9:30 
this morning, and the Tramel yacht sailed 
away on the last lap for the run through the 
straits. 

It is the general opinion among the Chicago 
men here that Vencedor never was sailed a 
better race, and Skipper McCullough is given 
no small measure of credit. The victorious 
crew included, in addition to Owner Tramel 
and Skipper McCullough, L. W. Cowan, Dr. 
A. N. Dickinson, L. L. Kelly, H. B. Salmon, 
and three professionals. 

Hawthorne, also was sailed a grand race, 
end easily won the prizeinitsclass. The big 
schooner stood along the west shore until mid- 
night on Saturday, and then laid a course for 
Point Betsie. In one squall Sunday morning 
the double sticker was knocked down until 
the cabin trunks were awash. 

Mistral and Neva both were the victims 
of the adverse weather conditions, and lost 
much valuable time in the doldrums in add}l- 
tion to being delayed by riding out squalls. 
The yachts that have not yet finished are 
Alice, Nomad, Ranger, Nalad, Arcadia, Tan- 
tis, and Beatrice.
